Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Farmery  and  Gentlemen, 


As  I  have  explained,  this  interim  report  was  called  for  in 
Circular  74,  received  only  in  late  February  1974  and  with  the 
imminent  dissolution  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  only  the 
sketchiest  report  is  possible. 

Births  occur  almost  exclusively  outside  the  Spa  and  are  not 
notified  to  me  until  April/May  of  the  following  year.  Deaths  of 
residents  in  the  Spa  which  occur  in  hospitals  outside  the  Spa 
take  up  to  three  months  to  be  transferred  and  the  deaths  recorded 
are  relevant  only  to  the  period  January  -  October,  1973  inclusive. 

No  report  of  work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
is  included,  since  Mr.  Norman’s  prolonged  illness  has  meant  that 
only  the  most  vital  matters  have  been  covered  on  a  day  to  day 
basis  by  Mr,  H. Smith  from  Horncastle. 

I  do  not  believe  that  any  untoward  public  health  incidents 
occurred  during  the  year.

Water  Supply 

The  difficulties  in  providing  a  colourless  water  have  not 
yet  been  entirely  overcome.  Mains  have  been  cleansed  by  means 
of  plastic  scrubbers  forced  through  by  water  pressure.  This  has 
inevitably  produced  a  temporary  stirring  up  of  deposit :-not 
completely  removed  but  should  produce  a  substantial 
long-term  benefit. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  has  gone  ahead  on  the  joint  sewerage  scheme  with 
Horncastle  Rural  District  Council  but  it  will  not  be  operational 
for  some  time. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal
